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el 1. Three lov-wing monoplanes with two in-line engines and double rudder 
assemblies were parked in front of the Hangars of the Cottbus (N 52/A 57) 
airfield between 10 a.m. and 12:15 p.m. on 19 July 1950. (1) No flights 
were made. Soldiers in four or five-men groups, about 350 meters apart, 
trained with portable radio sets on the southern edge of the landing ficld.
